I want to say to the ladies on the Garden Club < 'omrmttee—they 
came first on that day asking for a demonstrator-—they were very nice 
and reasomd le, and said ii it would bring about m extra tax burden they 
didn’t want it. These are some of the things that have brought about an 
effort to defeat me in the corning election. 


In conclusion I want to say that 1 have not had an opportunity to 
make a campaign only in a limited way, as the extra rii ties < f office and 
the fact, that my wife is sick have prevented it. I w 1! indeed be grateful 
for any consideration shown me in the coming election.
